Judore Burlingame's Eloquent Invi­ 
tation and 
Capt. Clark’s 
Modest Response. 


Capt. Charles E. Clark of the Ore 
gos was visited for an hour last night 
by a committee from Grand Rapids 
who came to invite him to be a guest 
of that city together with his family 
and the family of his brother Capt. 
Lloyd Clark. The hero of the Oregon 
could not resist the earnest invitation 
of the committee and later will an 
nounce the date of his visit. 


In his invitation Judge Burlingame 
used the following eloquent words; 


“How yivid to us is the picture o 
yourself, your gallant ottlcers and men 
as we imagined you subdued by or sub­ 
duing these tremendous forces of frost 
and fire, storm and calm, of wreckage 
and breakage, as sickness and death. 


“ And when we realized that if it 
were possible that you had escaned all 
these enumerated perils, still you were 
as we understood the facts, moving 
without any knowledge on your part ui’ 
its presence into the very j^ws of a 
Spanish iieet. 
With this reali/ation 
the anxiety of all of us wäs raised to 
the highest degree of excitement that 
human nature seemed capacitated to 
bear. The first relief w'e had from this 
terrible strain was when we realizec, 
tbat you bad received the information 
of the impending peril. Then came 
your cheerful, courageous, heroic en 
couragement in substance in these 
worde: “If I am permitted to com 
mand the Oregon untramelled by j 
multiplicity of orders I will be respon 
sible for her safe arrival in spite of any 
attempted interference by Cervera^s 
tteet.’^

were relieved and we breathed a long 
breath. And when we knew that the 
Oregon, with Capt. Clark and 
his 
heroic crew were watching the Spanish 
Armada under C erverait Santiago, we 
knew tbelr fate wa« sealed and tbelr 
ultioMli deitruoiloB eure.

And Secretary Gaore Will Probably 
Refuse to Issue Bonds to 
“ Sawdust Bidders.” 


Washington, 
D. C., Sept. 2.—A 
wide''investigation of suspicious bids 
UQder the last call for subscriptions to 
government bonds has been completed 
by Solicitor O’Connell of the treasury 
department and he has submitted to 
Secretary Gage the mass of testimony 
on the transactions. 


Several thousand subscribers were 
examined. The facts developed show 
a systematic scheme operated by single 
parties to seeure a large amount of the 
bonds. The reports indicate that mil- 
ions of dollars in bonds were acquired 
by irregular mean^ and that a number 
of New York bidders are involved in 
the cases. 


Many of the bidders, it is stated, 
were hired to sign and the system was 
carried so far, the report goes to show, 
that virtual agents were employed,who 
• ere paid so much per subscriber, the 
iist-uamed merely signing his name 
and giving the bid with his signature 
to the agent or directly to the party 
áoeking control of a large amount of 
bids. The reports and exact facts are 
vvitheld from publication. It is stated 
further investi^'ation-is to be made. 
This may result in a refusal to issue 
che bonds in all cases found to have 
been illegal. 


Secretary Gage says the investigation 
showed that a large amount of the bids 
oiiered were not bona ide, but that in 
none of the cases involved in the in­ 
vestigation had the bonds been issued 
to the bidders He said he had no 
doubt, however, that in some instances 
IS yet undiscovered, bonds bid for in a 
similar way unknowingly to the de­ 
partment had been issued.

Dubuque, la., Sept. 2.—The Iowa re­ 
publican convention was held here yes­ 
terday and candidates, for secretary of 
state and minor state offices were nom­ 
inated. The followinur planks were in­ 
serted in the platform: 


‘‘That we congratulate the country 
upon the wUe and patriotic adininis- 
tration of l^resideut McKinley, and we 
regard the measures and policies there­ 
of asj the concrete e.Kpresàion of repub­ 
lican statesmanship: aod especially do 
we commend his course duringr the 
present war with Spain, his wisdom 
aud forbearance in seekingra peaceable 
sulutioin of the Cuban question before 
resortingr to arms, while at the same 
time prudently preparing for war, and 
when circumstances tinally made armed 
inters'ention necessary, his vigor and 
energy in the prosecution of thè war.

They Are Finding Their Way to the 


IVIarl<ets of the Eastern 


Cities. 


37CARSSHIPPED FROM DETROIT 


The M ichigan Product is Now M a k ­ 


ing Raids U pon the D e la­ 


w are Peach Territory. 


Detroit, Sept. 2.—Eastern people, 
having had a taste of the deliciour^ 
peach that the fruit belt of Michigan 
produces, will be satislied with noth­ 
ing else, and the way this trade is be­ 
ing protected and coddled is sure to 
make it a great thing, not only for the 
producers along the west line, but for 
the railroads as well. The Detroit. 
Grand liapids vS: Western is sharing 
with the Michigan Central the work of 
hustling the product forward. 
For a 
time the market was only in ButTalo 
and the country immediately surround­ 
ing, but now it has spread and branched 
out until today even Boston and Balti­ 
more come to Michigan for peaches. 


The trade was promoted *oy the Micls- 
iiran Central originating a fast freight 
line of refrigerator car;s from Detroit 
east, in connection with its western 
connection, by which peaches, i»icked 
one morning, and even as late as the 
early afternoon, could be laid before 
the consumer in ButValo fresh the next 
morning. The ñneness of the Michigan 
peach, added to the fact of its delivery 
in fresh and full-tlavored condition, 
.-oon gave it a lead over everything 
else, and the market shifted from Chi­ 
cago eastward. 


Little by little this extended to the 
more remote east, until today it ha? 
reached the record breaking stage. The 
.Michigan Central sent out yesterday 
two special fruit trains of .'IT cars all 
loaded with peaches. 


The Merchants’ Dispatch, whicn has 
most of the shipping of fruit product 
by the Michigan Central, has billed 
most of the goods ihrougii, and the 
local agents »ay that there will be 150 
carloads of peaches sent out of Mich­ 
igan today, and that 70 carloads were 
listed yesterday. 


The shipmenl of yesterday was con­ 
signed to Boston, 
Albany, 
UutVulo. 
New York, Wilkesbarre. Baltimore. 
Scranton, and other Penneyivania,New 
Vork and Massachusetts points, even 
invading the territory 
formerly con­ 
trolled absolutely by the Delaware pro­ 
duct. The comiKtrative failure of‘the 
eastern croi», of course, helps out this 
spread’of the Miciiiiian peach.

Even after tea was introduced into 
Europe and had come into general n.su 
teacups Avere scarce. At the Huuie time 
coffee Avas introduced; but, apart from 
Constantinople, the iirnt cotTee cups in 
Europo date back only as far as 1045 in 
Venice, 1659 in Paris, 1052 in London 
and 1094 in Leipsio. From tlie ilrnt, 
bowover, the conventional oriental cof­ 
fee cup, without stem or handle, was 
little used, and in Germany not at all. 
Tbe Chinese teacup was used for tea, 
ooflfee and chocolate as well. Specimens 
of porcelain were undoubtedly intro­ 
duced into Europe in the middle ages, 
yet not till the sixteenth century %vere 
cups imported from China in any great 
quantities, and even then it was as arti- 
bles of vertu. Mcst of tliose found their 
way back into China again, as collect­ 
ing porcelain is a lasting fad there, and 
bigh prices are paid fur good specimens. 
Tbe collection of Cliinese porcelain, if 
only tbe genuine specimens are desired, 
requires immense study and knowledge, 
as tbe Chinese are skillful iniitators 
’ and put numerous falsifications on tbe 
market.

When you have oxnmined the con­ 
stitution of the Gernmn cuisine, you 
are tempted to frrow loquacious. 
You 
are conscious of having discovered that 
tbe psychology of a nation cannot bo 
constructed upon a mero analysis of its 
made dishes. Your estimate of Brillnt- 
Savarin sinks. Ho could not tell you 
what you ere, even from all the menus 
of your lifetimo. Freiligrath’s philo­ 
sophic conclusion that “ man is w'hat 
he eats” you straightway qualify as 
true only when referring to cannibal­ 
ism. And you will aver that only in 
the case of paleolithic man can yon 
construct a man from the crumbs that 
fall from his dinner table. 
And this 
you will want to prove, and conso 
quently will grow talkative with pro- 
tenting of mucli evidence. 


And yet, in your sane moments, you 
will have a sneaking affec4ion for the 
statement that a German is a German 
becanso ho eats what he eats. As a gen­ 
eral rulo ho nuiy l)0 said to eat five 
times a day. 
But his hunger is con­ 
stantly being stilled. 


He starts early in the day w'ith a cup 
of cafo an lait and a small buttered 
roll. 
This keeps him going till 11 
o’clock, when ho demolishes a slice of 
buttered ryo broad spread with slices 
of hard boiled egg, raw chopped beef or 
cheese. 
This he washes down with a 
glass of ale, thus stilling his inner man 
till dinner time. Dinner takes placo to­ 
ward 1 o’clock and consists of soup 
(generally nonri§hing), a plate of meat, 
with potatoes and fruit (cranberries, 
prunes or apricots), occasionally cheese, 
seldom sweets, rarely a green vegetal?le. 


Three hours later cotíce is taken, 
served with a piece of ciike or thick 
bread and butter. This is the hour pre­ 
cious to the gossip and the bu.sybcKly, 
the timo for spreading scandal. Toward 
8 o’clock the appt>tite again asseits 
itself. 
Tho hour of tlio ubicinitous sau­ 
sages has arrived. Their name is legion, 
and they share tho honors with slices 
of ham, smoked goo.so breast, pieces of 
raw pickled herring, and in summer 
hard boiled eggs and potato salad. 


Such is tho Gennan method of spread­ 
ing tlio meals tiver tho day. Of course 
there are exceptions. Many families 
have two ample meals a day, but the 
bulk of tho populutioi» eats mostly but­ 
tered bread and snacks. In justico to 
Germany one must say that the fare in 
many a homo will comparo favorably 
with that of many an American family. 


In tho German re^tanrant tho cuisine 
is on the whole monotonous and tho 
food singularly insipid. All meats seem 
to have the same flavor, all are served 
with tho samo lioa%’y, viscous sauces, 
and invariably escorted with the same 
soapliko potatoes. Stodginess and iieavi- 
ness aro tho great blots on the German 
fare. The element of variety, too, seems 
considered superfluous. 


In tiie concreto the 8ubji*ct is almost 
too painful to face, tho düliculty being 
to steer clear of exclamatiims denoting 
positive otTensiveuess. 
Some of the 
kickshaws which figure regularly upon 
the German table are reputed to be most 
sustaining. They certainly are intense­ 
ly and ostentatiously wonder inspiring. 


One preparation is everywhere met 
witli under tho name (more or less pho­ 
netically spelled) of beefsteak a la tar­ 
ta re. Its basis is raw chopped beef; 
this, spread out into a pat of elliptical 
shape, is crowned with tho raw yolk of 
an egg. raw finely chopped onion is 
sprinkled over it, a garniture of gher­ 
kins is added, and the whole is eaten 
with mnoli gusto and no worse conse- 
quences than a durable thirst. 


In many of tho dishes you discover 
all the humor, feeling and imagination 
of a Wagueriaa composition. 
You find 
tbe resolute desire to build up harmony 
upon discord. Of this nature may be 
considered the traditional menu of New 
Year’s eve, carp, pancake and punch. 
These tbree, brongbt into immediate 
juxta^sition and consumed in plethoric 
quantities, generally have tbe desired 
effect—that of todocing a hysterical 
good humor. 


For stodginess nothing beats tbe fa­ 
vorite dish, panache. 
It consists of 
pickled pork, sour cabbage and a puree 
of split peas boiled down to the con- 
sisteupy of stiff dough. Experiments on 
this mass produce deplorable capers and 
cause one to grunt mournfully. 
A va­ 
riety of this diet is found in Berlin. 
You substitute boiled balls of dough 
and indifferent prunes for the peas and 
cabbage, and you have the dish popu­ 
larly termed **the Silesian kingdom of 
heaven.” 
Cold eels, imbedded in a 
trauslucid, glutinous substance, figure 
in all workmen’s taverns, while roast 
goose is de rigueur for all solemnities. 


A dainty which we have recently 
met with in Berlin recalled Darwin’s 
remark that “ bardly any experiment is 
so absurd as not to be worth trying.” 
It consisted of finely powdered horse 
radish served up with frozen whipped 
cream. 


One may sum up one’s judgment by 
sapug of German cooking what the art 
critic said of nature. “ It has infinite 
potentialities.” Not the least of these 
is its ambition to discover victims that 
survive i.ts charms only in the form 
that the walls of Jericho survived the 
trumpet blast of Joshua.—Lippincott’s 
Magazine.________________

WAYS OF THE BLUE CRAB.

While the blue cnib is not commonly 
thought of as a swimmer and does in 
fact spend the greater part of its time 
ou the bottom, yet it can very easily 
sustain it.self in the water and swim at 
a very fair rate of speed. It swims end­ 
wise, and wlun swinuning it carries 
out* big claw thrown forward and bent 
back at the middle joint, making a 
point projecting at that end of the 
body, while the other big claw trails 
straight out astern. If it clianges dir«c- 
tion, it crooks the claw it hart been car­ 
rying straight and lets the other go 
free. 
If it sustain.^i itself in tho water 
without progressing, it carries its big 
claws iu front of itself as it would nat­ 
urally do under ordinary circumstances 
on the liottom, but it has to keep its 
little claws iu motion to sustain itself, 
and iu swimming the little claws are 
kept actively at work. Besides making 
a good degree of progress through the 
water iu swimming the blue crab can 
change its course or swim to a higher 
or lower level with facility. 
When 
frightened, the blue crab moves off side­ 
ways, but w’hen njoving about at home 
and undisturbed it may move straight 
forward. Its body may be inclined at 
any angle to the line of progress, but 
its motion still be forward, tho big 
claws carried eiooked around in front. 
It may be seen moving thus in one of 
the larger tanks at tho aquarium, in 
which thiire are blue crabs, lobsters and 
other things. 
The temperature of the 
water now just suits the crustaceans, 
and they are very lively. 
Blue crabs 
may be seen swinuning here, and also 
W’alking about, stepjiing down from 
stones that are as bigli as they them­ 
selves are \vide with perfect diiiuity, if 
not grace of manner, and walking or 
carrying their claws before them.—

And the People Daiicrd to Pay th© Debts 
uf Louis XIV* 


111 1712 Louis XIV favorecí thoOpora, 
then established in the lirst sullo of the 
Palai.s Royal (there have heeu two) 
with a .special mansion for the bettor 
acconiniodation of its administration, 
archives and rehear.sils. 
This hotel is 
situated in the Uiio Kieaise. Tho build­ 
ing was genenilly designated under tho 
name of “ Maga.sia, ” wheneo tho term 
“ Filies du Magasin” (not “ do maga- 
sin” ) subsequently not only to tho fe- 
inalo choristers and supers, but tho fo 
male dancers themselves. It so happen­ 
ed that tho king forgot to pay his archi­ 
tects and workim'ii. In order to satisfy 
them the Chevalier'do líouiHon conceiv­ 
ed the idea of giving balls in tho opera 
house, for \v!iich idea ho received an 
annual pension of 0,000 francs. He was 
paid, but tho king’s debt(»r.s wero not. 
for, although tho letters patent were 
granted .«iomewhero about tho beginning 
of 
not a single ball had been given 
when the most magnilieent of tho Bour­ 
bon sovereigns descended to his grave. 


One day, .shortly after his death, 
d’Argenson, the then lieutenant of po­ 
lice, was talking to Louis’ uophew, 
Philippe d ’Orlean.s tho regent. “ Mon- 
seiyneur,” ho said, “ there arc people 
who go abont yelling that his majesty 
of blessed memory was a bankrupt and 
a thief.
